Mail Coinmnnicatiou. 

Tlie Nanaimo "Free PresK" Ima a 
very seasotiablo and sensiljlo artiulo on 
the subject of increased mail accoiu- 
modatioQ on the waters of the Strait. 
Tal^Qf;. nd vantage of tho faoi tliat tlic 
Isabi^,;^ it^ani^r in overj respect well 
fitted fot*-'ttteCflervice, has been put iu 
a VSIS'^oifiptSto condition, 'our con- 
tempoiar/ advocates ■ the subsidizing 
of'thiit as Rood aa now steamer by the 
Dpajinion^Goyerttmeut to run as fol- 
loWU: To leave Victoria every Friday 
morningr, carrying' the mails nrriviny 
on Thuraday via Puget Bound, touch- 
ing at way [)ort.b mul arriving; at Na- 
nttituo tlio mmti cliiy; cra^siti;^' over ti.» 
Bunard Inlot on Siturdny; re turn in;:,' 
to Nanaimo on Muuday, imd leavin;^ 
foi Victoria on Tuesday m jniiuji.Ciili- 
jllg' at ibteruie Jiato porDs on the way 
down. Now, bearing,' in mind the 
fact that there is daily luiiil comiuimi- 
cation between liurrard Inlelund New 
"Westmiiiaier, it wili uo wueu that if 
the su^'yealcd service were a(hle(l to 
the existing oue, Nunaiuio uud way 
poxfeit would enjoy a saiui-WMrkly mail 
Bervibe, while New NVostmioster and 
Burrard lulet would tiiijoy u tii - 
vffiekly service. Trom thid liaie for- 
ward our mails will cuine uuce a week 
from Ban i''runcibi:o direct iiiid iwice a 
rreuk via Pugec bound — three times a 
vaek'iu all; and suioly it is nut un- 
reasonable that N uiaim > an I ths in- 
lermednite sotileaients along the const 
should expect semi-weeUly iuuil comiiiu 
nication. But it would bo a mistaku 
to. regard the subject merely iu the 
light of ■ I mail service, however lui- 
portautthatuf'^.he.to a ..largo com- 
xnercniT and^ maritime community like 
llanaimo; The trade and travel hiiw 
altogether ouigroiVii the weekly sci- 
vica BO well peifonued by the .Maude, 
ftud it is ahrioluiely e jseatial tuar, tlie 
existiug service sUouiil ue sujipieuient- 
od'^'o^it, seemii important, too, that 
direct communicuiiou between Nan.u- 
uio aud iJurrard inlet suouid btj es- 
tablished; as oy this Mioaus the far- 
mers of the LjWur Frasjr au I tlie 
Btoiik-raisers ot the MaiUiaiid geuorul- 
ly would hud iu the former ouo ol tue 
bbst markets.iu the whuie Province, 
and' thus would the necessity lor eon- 
Bumiug foreigu pioduutiuns bj con - 
mensurately lesteut d. So nmch lor 
the question, vibwad in the b.'^'iit ot 
existing couditiourf. Kegariled iu tlie 
light of the immedialo luluie, every 
argument we have used, every con- 
sidflli'atiOQ we have presented attains 
greatly increase breaath aud cogency. 
"With the works of railway coijstruc- 
tion going on at Nauainio aud Cow- 
ichan aud with the couseijuent in- 
creased demand for the produut'jus 
of-tb<( Mainland, the necessity for tlie 
additfbn&l servieo muttt be beyond pos- 
sible dispute. NVe may be lukl that 
the expenditure uuiler tins head iu 
liritiBh Columbia is alrta J y sj hirgo, 
so diaproportioued to the revenue 
coming from that souice that the Do- 
minion Uove'rnuieut will not be dis- 
posed to favorably consider any pro- 
position in the uatuie of mateiiul in- 
crease. The answer to tlii?i lii;e ol 
objection is obviuus: This is tlie seed 
time with (Jolumhiii. Tlio Dotuinion 
Govcrnmeut must sow before it can 
expect to. reap; aud if it sowi spariug- 
ly, so moll it 'expect also to reap spar- 
iugly. The pnjpusitioii we uo\v ad- 
vocate slioultl bo considered on its 
own merits, apart from any abstract 
theory as to tiio doi)artin(^utal revenue 
and expenditure in this Province. The 
q|ieptioiis,for the Dominion Govern- 
ment to consider and au.swer arn (l^, 
Have the coiuiiumities iiKjre tlirecrlv 
concerned a just and reaMuiiabk- clmui 
to the addiiioiial service asked turV 
(2) Is there reasonable j^ruiiud for 
auticipating that the beuelits diitcil^ 
an4 indu'ecily resulting from it will 
be'cbminensurate with the additional 
expenditure? We leol conlideut that 
a careful ;iiul intelh^'eiiL con Mdin'aLion 
of the wiiolo subject will iuovitably 
load to an ahinuutive answer to both 
propositions. 

Foreign Mails-

mestic mail service, we have a word to 
Bay lo our cousins over the watir ro- 
Bpecting the very uiiHaLi.sfuctoiy man- 
ner in wliicli they perform the .Souud 
and International mail service. Tiie 
Bteanipr Piivorite is simply aud wholly 
unfit for the work she hus undertiikeu. 
Dje0tifute.iof. tlie powtr, the capacity 
an.^ ^ the Rccommodation for sueli a 
route, her performance is little better 
than 'a niockery. Tne limes of arrival 
nnddepaitnie are ns uijceitiiin as the 
•weather, if not more so. And, as if to 
make the contrust as palpable and un- 
endurable as. passible, tuo large, last 
ind commodious 8t» nmer North Paei 
fio is eoiistantly "running on titnu"oii 
the same route, making her trips and 
her couuectious as reguiaiiy as 
olQuk-wurk. Without aay wuU to inter- 
fere to the affiiirs of unr nei^^hbuurs, we 
Bubuiit chat tliis stiitu ol tiflaiis i.-i liimlicr 
oreditHblu to tlio Great ItopaolK; nor »ii 
tisfaotory to a iiei^lihour wno lius a liylit 
to oxpoct hotter things. It ks a iiniiif r 
which virtiiiilly couecriiH tho comuiuui' 
tie* on both Miiles i f the dividing waiers 
and wLoiMi (!o:umeroi«l relations are Mil- 
foring seiiouhly therefrom.
